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Bishops put spotlight 
on people in the pews 


CHICAGO (NC)—At their spring meet- 
ing last week U.S. bishops put the 
spotlight on the individual Catholic, saying 
that plans for family ministry and social 
justice won't work unless the people in the 
pews take responsibility for doing their 
part. 


In addition, the church’s blueprint for 
evangelization—recommending that the 
family and the parish be used to reach the 
estimated 80 million Americans who don’t 
go to church—was unveiled. 


SUCH INTERNAL matters were the 
major emphasis of the semi-annual 
gathering of American bishops. External 
issues expected -to make news at the 
meeting, such as a statement on Southern 
Africa and a committee near-endorse- 
ment of the Equal Rights Amendment, 
never got off the ground. 


The ERA question, brought up when-the 
Ad Hoc Committee on Women in Church 
and Society asked to issue a statement in 
its own name supporting the ERA, was the 
subject of intense lobbying pro and con. 


But the Administrative Committee 
decided to stand by a 1972 conference 
policy which concludes “the doctrinaire 
character and broad sweep of the amend- 
ment may very well destroy the unity 
essential to a stable family relationship.” 


BY FAR the major topic of discussion at 
the bishops’ meeting was the plan of 
pastoral action for family ministry, which 
was approved unanimously. 


The plan calls for diocesan planning for 
family programs beginning in 1979, 
implementation of parish programs and 
celebration of Family Year in, 1980. This 
would be followed by a decade of “reflect- 
tion and research” toward the develop- 
ment of quality family life programs. 


But its major emphasis is on effecting a 
change in the individual family by helping 
them to become involved in “like-to-like 
ministry,” such as divorced Catholics 
counseling the divorced and parents 
aiding other parents. 


THE CALL TO ACTION plan approved at 
the meeting puts a similar emphasis on 
individual actions, this time in the area of 
social justice. 


The five-year plan, the U.S. bishops’ 
response to the 1976 Call to Action 
conference held in Detroit, outlines 
church and individual Catholic action 
required in six areas: education for justice; 
family life; the church—people, parish 
and community; economic justice; hu- 
man rights; and world hunger. 


It calls for convening conferences, 
issuing statements, establishing offices 
and other actions as a church response to 
those issues. 


BUT, IT SAYS, “we know as Christians 
that the most effective response to the ills 
of the world is ours to make, the duty to 
seek justice and equality reside with each 
of us.” 


Another major action item considered 
by the bishops—a proposal to consolidate 
nine national collections into four—drew 
sharp criticism from many bishops who 
feared the total amount contributed by 
Catholics would go down with fewer 
collections. 


The proposal was withdrawn on the day 
it was to;come up for formal debate. The 
bishops’ Administrative Committee was 
asked to study the situation further and try 
to come up with a solution. 


UNDER the committee plan; collections 
for the Propagation of the Faith, Catholic 
Near East Welfare Association, American 
Board of Catholic Missions and Church In 
Latin America would have become a 
single Mission Collection. 


The Campaign for Human Development 
and the national Office for Black Catholics 
would have joined in a Human Develop- 
ment Collection. 


The bishops’ Welfare and Emergency 
Relief would have become the Overseas 
Relief and: Development Collection, and 
funds from a Communications and 
Evangelization Collection would have 
gone to communications and to Catholic 
University. 


ALTHOUGH the major considerations of 
the meeting could be termed “churchy” 
USCC president Archbishop John Quinn 
said after the meeting that it is valid and 
important for the church to devote certain 
amounts of time to internal issues.

Timed to coincide with the feast of 
Pentecost, when the Holy Spirit de- 
scended on the apostles, a pastoral 
letter challenges the Catholics of this 
diocese to “Bring Jesus Christ and his 
good news to others.” 

Bishop Leo T. Maher has issued a 
pastoral letter, to be read in parishes 
this Sunday, on the meaning and 
challenge of evangelization. Entitled 
“Proclaim the Good News’ the pastoral 
states that Catholics cannot remain 


indifferent to the problems and strug- 
gles of people in these times. 

“Here in Southern California, more 
than half the people we meet on the 
street, do not attend church...Should 
they not challenge us to share with 


them the great blessings we have found 


in our faith...?” asks the letter. _ 

The text to be read in English and 
Spanish may be found on page 8. The 
full letter is published in booklet form 
and available through parishes and the 
diocesan department of communica- 
tions.

He 
received a death sentence in 1970, 
which was changed later to hard labor 
for life for his support of an unsuc- 
cessful invasion of Guinea. 


As the Italian Senate moved toward 
final approval of a liberalized abortion 
law, the Italian bishops urged the 
nation to “close the door’ to abortion 
and other forms of violence. 


To be an effective political force, 
families and groups promoting mar- 
riage and family life must get to- 
gether, literally, said Father Carl Arico, 
executive coordinator of diocesan 
family life bureaus in New Jersey. 


Catholic charismatics will hold their 
annual national conference at the 
University of Notre Dame, South 
Bend, Ind., Aug. 18-20. About 20,000 
persons are expected to participate. 


Pallottine Father Guido Carcich has 
pleaded guilty to one count of mis- 


appropriating funds and has been © 


placed on probation for 18 months 
during which he is supposed to spend 
one year “on a full time basis minister- 
ing to prisoners.” Other charges were 
dropped. 


Although Uruguay has considerably 
fewer priests now than it did 10 years 
ago, new religious vocations are on 
the upswing, as 137 men are study- 
ing for the priesthood, nearly double 
the 70 of 10 years ago.

mero of San Salvador and his priests. 


The head of the Philippine bishops’ 


media office said that military per- . 


sonnel tortured and killed a young 
man they had arrested during a raid 
on the Jesuits’ Loyola House of 
Studies in Manila. 
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William Snoddy, from the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma, recently broke 
the world record for the 100 
meter dash only to have it judged 
a non-record because of too much 
wind. Snoddy, a member of St. 
Thomas More University parish in 
Norman, Okla., sees a connection 
between his running and his 
religion. He says he feels he has to 
believe in God in order to believe 
in himself. 


A Portuguese missionary, Holy 
Ghost Father Jose da Silva Ferreira, 
was brutally murdered at his mission 
in Angola, according to Fides, news 
agency of the Vatican Congregation 
for the Evangelization of Peoples. The 
motive seemed to be theft, said Fides. 


In an early round of what is likely to 
be another long battle, .a House 
appropriations subcommittee voted 
to limit federal funding of abortion to 
cases in which the mother’s life would 
be endangered if the pregnancy were 
carried to term.

Is faith to be tested or nurtured? 


Father John Catoir, the new director of the 
Christophers, put the situation in a nutshell for 
those of us who work in the Catholic press. In his 
keynote address to the Catholic Press Association 
convention in San Diego, he said: 


“To be an idealist working for the church can be 
especially challenging. You have to havea rare kind 
of wisdom and a deep faith to keep from slipping 
into cynicism, the last refuge of the disillusioned 
idealist. It’s bad enough if you work ina rectory; it’s 
worse if you work in the chancery office. But if you 
work for a Catholic newspaper, where you come 
across all the news that’s unfit to print, and inorder 
to survive you have to deal with bishops, pastors 
and priests in general, you might have some 
trouble maintaining your fresh ideals of your youth. 


“The church can be at times so poor in virtue, so 
riddled with mediocrity, that she shocks us,” went 
on Father Catoir. “It’s the human element. Thank 
God for the distinction between the human and the 
divine element, and the wisdom which enables us 


to see that the glory of the church is God. His © 


continual mercy and divine power saves the 
church, generation after generation. This is the 
miracle before our eyes every day.” 


It’s a sinful world 


We have to admit that we live and work in asinful 
‘world of sinful men (and women). And people of 
God who make up the church are no exception. We 
of the Catholic press are constantly, daily in fact, 
faced with decisions over whether to run a certain 


_ story or not—because it involves what would be 


determined by some people to be undermining the 
_faith of people. 


We have a commodity—call it faith—to worry 
about which the secular press does not. They can 
print a story and not be too concerned about the 
consequences. We can print a story and jeopardize 
the faith of a lot of people. Is it our role, then, to 
safeguard the faith by ever protecting it from 
assault? Is faith to be tested or nurtured? Is it to be 
molly-coddled and wrapped in wool, ever protected 
against the elements of sin which rage around it? | 
wonder. Surely faith has to live through tests, has to 
be seen over and against the reality of life, has to 
survive the stress that humans place upon it. 


_ What greater faith could one find than that of 
Joan of Arc, of France? On the day before she died, 


after having been condemned on trumped-up 
charges by an ecclesiastical court and cruelly 
treated by her church, she said, “I love the church. | 
will always love the church, because for me the 
church is Jesus Christ.” This is reality. We are in 
good company when we assent to it, as Father 
Catoir told the Catholic press. 


The fine line of division 


There: is a fine line of division between the 
Watergate type of coverup and the non-publication 


of “news” which is only news because it is scandal. 
There is also the fine division between “private” 
news and public. The type of reporting which seeks 
to “expose” every flaw in human nature and every 
fault in any institution is not the principle by which 
the Catholic press operates. © 


However, there comes a time when certain 


positions or propositions have to be challenged, 


when even official teaching may be questioned. If it 


were never qitestioned, there would be no 


movement of theology, no new thoughts, no new 
teaching. But, as Bishop Juan Arzube told the 
Catholic press last week, let us carefully examine 
the credentials of those who do the questioning, of 
those who seek change. And, where the challenge 
is valid, let us give it the publicity it deserves. Faith 
which is strong enough can stand the challenge. 


San Diego at its best 


San Diego put on its best weather and behavior 
for the CPA convention. Perhaps the most startled 
person at the meeting was Bishop Joseph R. 
Crowley, chairman of the U.S. bishops’ com- 
munication committee, who told me that when he 


arrived on the first night his cab driver wouldn't 


even take a tip. That’s hospitality for you. 


New auxiliaries from media 


It was welcome news to the Catholic Press 
Association convention in San Diego when Bishop 
Leo T. Maher told delegates that two new auxiliary 
bishops have been appointed to assist Archbishop 
John R. Quinn in San Francisco. Both new bishops 
have strong connections with the Catholic media. 
Bishop-elect Francis Quinn is ‘a former editor of the 
archdiocesan newspaper The Monitor and Bishop- 
elect Roland DuMaine was director of educational 
television and became superintendent of schools 
there in 1974. 


Stay out of politics, religious 


~ Somewhat timely, a statementissued recently by 
the Vatican Congregation for Religious indicates 
that as a general rule, religious (priests, brothers, 
sisters) should. “not take the lead in social and 
political action.” Archbishop James J. Byrne of 
Dubuque, lowa, said in an interview that 
congregation members at their plenary assembly 
last month agreed that “only infrequently should 
religious take the lead in the social and especially 
in the political fields.” 


The Congregation’s prefect, Cardinal Eduardo 
Pironio, said in an interview with Vatican Radio after 
the meeting that religious priests, brothers and 
sisters can best contribute to human development 
by living out their religious vows. “! want to insiston 
this,” said the cardinal, “that the religious’ first 
contribution to evangelization and to human 
development must be in living the religious life as a 
prophetic sign within the church.” 


Let’s be what we are 


We were talking about how readily 
we are sidetracked into activities that 
seem more exciting and “meaningful” 
than those to which we were originally 
commited, and how plausibly we 
rationalize the detour. 


Controversial as the recent Vatican 
statement from the Congregation for 
Religious will undoubtedly be, | 
cannot help but applaud it. Religious, 
it maintains, and no doubt this applies 
as well to priests, serve Christ best by 
living out the religious life as observed 
in the respective orders. Although the 
reference was specifically to political 
activism it seemed to me to reflect 
much of the way that lay people feel 
about religious and clergy—whether 
or not they express it. 


THERE IS a vital need for Christian 
leadership in our world but we do not 
look-for it in the political involvement 
of priests and religious. Concern for 
the needs of the people is one thing, 
but the leadership necessary is one of 
personal assurance of the validity of 
the Christian way. 


People need above all to be- 


convinced today that individual 
commitment to the self-less forgiving 
and loving way of Jesus is possible 
and practicable in this life. We need to 
know that we may attain to that by 
being true to what we are. 


In these confused times when 
priests and religious—from whom we 
seek this assurance—are “re-think- 
ing” priesthood and ministry and 
commitment, a rather desperate cry 
seems to arise from the people. 


“BE A PRIEST. Be a religious.” Bea 
committed contradiction to all that is 
of the world, and be it with joy and 
conviction. Don’t take on the coloring 
of this wracked society. Show us that 
to abandon oneself to the emulation of 
and the will of God is reason enough to 
live! 

It is in the person, not the position 
that real leadership evolves. Even a 
perfunctory glance at recent political 
events must make that obvious. 


And when we are thinking of 
Christian leadership that means the 


living-out of principles that do not. 


admit of compromise nor accommo- 
dation to expediency. But in politics, 
governmental or business, compro- 
mise and accommodation are the 
name of the game. 


| SUPPOSE we all like to feel that we 
have the power to influence events 
and the talent: to sway people and 
issues! Often it is really difficult to 


_ decide where best to utilize our 


abilities. 
But God has his own way of putting 


what we are to use in his service. At 
the risk of sounding cliché, | point 
again to Mother Theresa of Calcutta. 
- No single person, | believe, has 
done more than she to eliminate 
barriers and breach differences in 
diverse countries simply by being 
what she is—“a good nun.” 


HER IDENTIFICATION with Jesus 
and immersion in his presence is 
such that his love and forgiveness 
comes to reality in herself. Universal 
brotherhood is an accomplished 
fact—wherever she is. 

The imperative to be wholly what 
one is and not try to pursue fame and 
gratification (however limited) in 
other fields, applies to us all. 

If we are married, be a husband, be 
a wife. If we have children, be a 
mother, be a father. And be so with all 
the energy we have. Show the world 
that to be Christian means to embrace 
life and the responsibility of intimate 
relationship with a joy and holiness 
that is reason enough in itself to live! 


THERE IS a great deal more to being - 


a priest or religious than celibacy and 
certain promises and the wearing of a 
habit or not. 

There is a great deal more to being 
married than merely living together 
and having household expenses; 
more to being parents than simply 


bearing and rearing children; more to 
being single than merely being not 
married. 


All these ways of being have 


enduring meaning and _ fulfillment 
only when they express our human 
and Christian commitment and are 
ways of loving with God’s love and in 
response to his love. 


AND IN THEM we are effective only 
in so far as we are what we areas fully, 
as dedicatedly, as selflessly as wecan 
be—with Christ as our ultimate vision 
and our present reality. 

It is not easy to be satisfied to be 
what we are, but many have become 
saints that way. We lay people are 
used to revering the life-state of clergy 


and religious because they have 


traditionally denied themselves much 
that we have valued. 

But | believe that often lay people 
have reached even more heroic 
heights of self-denial and self- 
donation in their efforts to configure 
Christ in the frequently appalling 
difficulties of their lives. : 

SO EACH in our own way, respond- 
ing to that eminently sane and 
Christian call, “Be what you are as 
completely and joyfully as you can,” 
may one day find that we have indeed 
also mirrored Christ and had sanctity 
imposed upon us! 
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Justice for the unborn? 


Does Father Leo Davis talk for the 
church as a priest or for himself alone? In 
an interview with the Evening Tribune he 
says the Cardijn Center (which is Catho- 


~ lic) has “not allied itself with pro-life...” 


The Center was established in the cause 
of peace and justice and if Father Davis is _ 
not interested in justice for the rights of” 
the unborn, how can be possibly hold a 
position on any other social ill? 


He also upholds the virtues of Gandhi 
and Martin Luther King. While both of 
these men did a great deal to right the 
wrongs of. their people, a closer look at 
their biographies reveals many faults, as 
well. =

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No Christian of any age 
can afford to neglect the 
on-going learning of faith

In -1967, Paul Bergevin, now professor 
emeritus of adult education at Indiana 
university, published “A Philosophy for Adult 
Education.” In that book Bergevin said, “The 
one big, or maybe not so big, education meal 
taken as children can hardly be expected to 
sustain us through a lifetime full of challenge 
and change and adjustment.” 


Now that more than-a decade has slipped 
by since the end of the Second Vatican 
Council, religious educators and, more 
importantly, adult Catholics themselves are 
beginning to take adult religious education 


seriously. 


FEWER CATHOLICS are surprised 
when they hear it said that children are not 
likely to get excited about religion classes 
unless they see adults become enthusiastic 
about their own continuing religious educa- 
tion. 


My experience as a professional religious 
educator taught me that not a few Catholics 
today are still trying to get by on the small 
religious educational meal they took as 
children. Yet more and more are realizing 
that life, the world, the church, and they 
themselves have changed a great deal since 
they were in school. 


‘\ 
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Some time back, a friend of mine, a man in 
his 50s, remarked to me that he felt no need to 
participate in any form of adult religious 
education. I replied: “As a professional man 
you keep up with the most recent develop- 
ments in your profession. 


“YOU ATTEND conventions and confer- 


ences and read professional journals. If you 
did not do this you would soon be less than 
fully qualified to offer the best quality service 
to those who come to you. 


“Yet you think you can live your faith, the 
most important reality in life, using the same 
knowledge you left high school or college with 
sO many years ago. It is imprudent, to say the 
least, for a person of your age and maturity to 
be walking around with the understanding of 
our faith that belongs to an 18-year-old who 
lived in a church very different from the one 
we now know.” 


Much to my gratification, my friend signed 
up for a series of evening classes on the 
church since Vatican II. Later that year, while 
participating in a Bible study group, he 
approached me again. He chuckled and said, 


“Mitch, you should start billing these adult > 


religious education classes as dangerous.” 


I ASKED why he felt that way, and he 
replied that the knowledge he had gained 


about his faith had caused him to re-examine - 


his understanding of himself as a Christian 
completely. He now felt that if he was going to 


‘try sincerely to be faithful to his baptismal 


commitment to Christ, he would have to give 
more time and attention to his parish and 
become more concerned about helping those 
with special needs. 


“My life was pretty comfortable—and now 
look,” he said, “things are getting all rear- 
ranged.” 


But the clincher was that my friend said he 
felt more at peace with himself, his family and 
with God. Deciding to learn more about his 
Catholic faith had, indeed, been “darigerous.” 


MY FRIEND found that he had to become 
responsible for his life in ways that he had 
never thought of before. He saw that his faith 
was important to all that he did, so he could 
no longer let the currents of everyday life 
control his existence. 


This mature man became more anxious to 
follow Christ and let the gospel be the guiding 
light in 1 his life.

5. What kind of book is the. Bible? 


6. What did Protestant biblical schol- 
ars begin? What did this finally lead to 
with regard to the Catholic church? 

7. What caused the modernist crisis in 
the first decade of this century? What 
was Pope Leo XIII’s reaction? What was 
the result? 

8. Why is Pope Pius XII’s encyclical, 
“Divino Afflante Spiritu,” such an impor- 
tant encyclical? 

9. What kind of man was Pope Pius XII? 


10. What is Father Raymond Brown 
contributing to the church today? 


11. Discuss this statement by Father 
Brown: “There are two Christian out- 
looks. One thinks that all of the answers 
were there at the beginning. The other 
thinks that all of the answers came only 
gradually, and are still coming from the 
combination of human struggle and the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit.”

The Bible shows the way 
The Word of God comes 
alive in the Scriptures

The Bible does not show us how the 
heavens go, but how to go to heaven. 


In a word, the Bible is not a book of science 
in the modern sense so muchas an account of 
God’s saving work among people. 


THE COMPOSITION of the Bible was a 
long and complex process. For one thing, it 
was holy word before it was Holy Writ. Men 
spoke the divine word. Then it was commit- 
ted to the written page. In the case of the early 
books of the Bible, the time distance between 
spoken and written. text was considerably 
longer than in the later works. . 


A hundred years ago, observations such as 
these would have seemed shocking. To 
question the scientific validity of the Bible 
would have flown in the face of the conviction 
that there can be no error in Scripture. 


To emphasize a long and tedious com- 
posing of the text undermined the centuries- 
old positions on biblical authorship. How 
could Moses have written the first five books, 
if the final text did not appear until long after 
he was dead? 


FEAR OF SUCH new ideas was based 
not only on their upsetting content, but also 
on what other more serious challenges might 
come. (That fear was indeed warranted, as 
the modernist movement proved.) 


What bred such ideas? They began with 
Protestant biblical scholars’ use of what is 
called “criticism.” Egged on by the new 
scientific attitude to life, literature and history, 
and abetted by archeological discoveries of 
ancient non-biblical texts, as well as a new 
mastery of ancient languages, the scholars 
developed a critical—that is, a rational look at 


the human and relative side—approach to the 
Bible. 


In some cases they took so human an 
approach that they tended to devalue the 
religious side of Scripture. This found a 
popular form in Renan’s “Life of Christ,” in 
which Jesus is seen simply as a great moral 
teacher, not messiah, son of God and savior. 


AS CATHOLIC scholars began to show 
interest in the Protestant work the official 
church expressed fear and great caution. Leo 
XIII wrote, “The sense of Holy Scripture can 
nowhere be found incorrupt outside the 
church. One cannot expect to find it in 
faithless writers who only gnaw at the bark of 
Scripture and never attain its pith.” 


Still the pope was not totally opposed. 
Eventually, the great Dominican, Joseph La 
Grange, opened a biblical institute in 
Jerusalem to foster such critical studies in 
Catholic circles. 


The advent of the modernist crisis in the 
first decade of this century set the Catholic 
biblical movement back. The French priest, 
Alfred Loisy, took such extreme positions on 
biblical interpretation, that an equally severe 
reaction came from the church. 


PIUS X, intent on protecting Catholic 
teaching, issued statements more interested 
in saving the faith of the people than in 
conserving the rights of scholarly science. 
Given the emotional excess of some scholars 
(and their systematic deceit in a few cases), 


the pope’s reaction is understandable. The 
unfortunate result was that the good use of 
scholarship was banned because of the 
misuse of a few. 


All this was changed in 1943 by Pius XII in 
his encyclical, “Divino Afflante Spiritu.” He 
saluted the statements of past popes, said the 
time of fear was over and urged Catholic 
scholars to use modern studies in their work. 


He encouraged scholars to use the 
analysis of literary forms to solve historical 
problems and to make new translations of the 
Bible from the original languages. 

IN 1955 the secretary of the Pontifical 
Biblical Commission stated that Catholic 
scholars now had complete freedom in the 
matter of biblical studies except where the 
interpretation dealt with the substance of 
faith and morals. 


One of the happy results of this liberation is 
the extent to which it has helped Catholics in 
general to get in touch with the Bible and its 
spiritual riches. The work of the scholars was 
to clear away the historical and cultural walls 
that shut out the light of the Holy Spirit so that 
the blessed word may speak once again to the 
believer. 


The courage of the scholars is to be 
commended and the blessing of the church is 
to be welcomed. More importantly, the 
benefit. to a living faith is to be celebrated: 


| Pope Pius XII 


He gave the green light 
to critical analysis of 
the biblical writings

The fact that modern Catholics cannot 
- believe there have been incompetent, un- 
worthy, even scandalous popes in church 
history is an eloquent tribute to the popes we 
have known in the 20th century. 


All have been outstanding men, models for. 
their flock, wise leaders, edifyingly holy. Pius 
XII was one of an illustrious line, but he had 
the added, excruciatingly trying, task of 
guiding the church through the horrors of 
World War II, with his children on both sides 
of the conflict. 


EUGENIO MARIA Giuseppe Giovanni 
Pacelli was born in Rome on March 2, 1876, 
the second of four children. After his 
ordination in 1899 he studied canon law and 
was awarded doctorates in canon and civil 
law. 


In 1917 he was consecrated archbishop and 
sent as nuncio to Bavaria, thus beginning a 
long involvement in and acquaintance with 
German affairs of state. Named nuncio to 
Germany in 1920, he signed concordats with 
Bavaria (1924) and Prussia (1929). In the latter 
year he was created a cardinal-and in 1930 
became papal secretary of state. 


On March 2, 1939, he was elected pope, 
and immediately attempted to prevent the 
outbreak of war. He left no stone unturned. 
But it was to no avail. : 


HE DID MANAGE to save Rome from 
devastation, adamantly refusing to leave the 
Vatican and continuing his efforts to act as 
mediator. 


In the meantime people were. suffering on 
all sides and he set up an organization to help 
them. It did so indiscriminately, reaching out 
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to prisoners of war, displaced persons, 
internees, refugees, hungry and homeless, 
victims of political and racial oppression. 


In 1944, papal soup kitchens served 
3,600,000 people a month. It helped 52,000 
refugees regain their homes, received almost 


10 million inquiries about missing persons and . 


sent out over 11 million of its own. 


IN ANSWER to some recent slanderous 
charges that Pius was indifferent to the plight 
of the Jews, one can only point to the 
extraordinary facts. He donated all of his 


private. funds to them in urgent circum- - 


stances. 


Religious houses sheltered almost 5,000 
homeless Jews and a special agency worked 
on 37,000 cases of Jews about whom 
information was being sought. Aided by the 
Catholic Refugees Committee in the United 
States, he tendered financial aid in excess of 
$4 million. International Jewish leaders have 
been loud in grateful praise. 


As pope he saw the religious implications of 
all phases of modern life: education, politics, 
sociology, government; medicine, the sci- 
ences. While he tended to be overly cautious 
in some areas, he was neither reactionary nor 
obscurantist, and left doors open. 

SO VOLUMINOUS were his proclama- 
tions that we can single out only one, the 
revolutionary 1943 encyclical, “Divino 
Afflante Spiritu,” the Magna Carta of modern 
Catholic biblical scholarship. 


This landmark work ushered in an era 
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characterized as a new golden age of 
scriptural studies. It gave the green light to 
Catholic scholars and urged them to avail 
themselves of methods which Protestants 
(and others) had been using effectively for 
decades. 


As St. Augustine said, the Christian 
teacher must begin his preparation by 
studying “tropes,” figures of speech. For 
example, the parables of our Lord are not 
necessarily taken from actual events— 
though in many cases it is quite probable that 
they were. 


NOT SURPRISINGLY, the encyclical 
was a scandal to many who, as in every age, 
insisted on being more Catholic than the 


church and suggested it be put on the Index. © 


But for 35 years it has borne abundant fruit, 


and Catholic scholarship has gained universal - 


respect. 


On Nov. 1, 1950, Pius defined the doctrine 
of Mary’s Assumption in a carefully worded 
encyclical. In 1957 he relaxed the regulations 
regarding the eucharistic fast, thus prompting 
more general sharing in the sacrament. 


He was learned, holy, ascetic, dedicated, 
indefatigable—and always the diplomat. 
When my mother and I had an audience with 
him in 1957, he turned to her and asked me: 
“And this is your sister?” 


He was-canonized on the spot—a bit 
prematurely, although he did die the following 
year, and a lady in Connecticut grieved for a 
dear friend in far-off Castelgandolfo.

ORIENTAL MYSTICISM, as it is popularly taught in 
the the United States, especially in Zen and transcenden- 

tal meditation, tends to approach God as anabstraction. 
_ Methods taught in much of oriental mysticism emphasize 
qualities of God, such as his unity, that preclude any 
personal relationship. 


The unity and transcendence of God havea valid place 
in Christian prayer and meditation. However, when 
these qualities are overemphasized in our approach, 
God is reduced to a vague, distant, impersonal force—a 
mere shadow of the Father described in the Bible. 


A personal approach to God does admit of over 
familiarity. Thus, God is also described in the Bible as 
living “in inaccessible light, who no man is able to see.”(1 
Timothy 6:16) At the same time, however, Jesus tells us: 
“‘T am the light of the world; anyone who follows me will 
not be walking in the dark; he will have the light of life.’” 


(John 8:12) 

AT TIMES this light can be blinding, in as much as 
there is an excess of the light of God’s glory. Our hearts 
and minds need to become accustomed to this grandeur 
of God, for our ways are not God’s ways, nor his ways our 
ways (Isaiah 55:8-9). The grandeur of God makes him far 
above us. On the other hand, Jesus tells us, “ ‘I am the 
Way.’ ” (John 14:6) 

Our pluralistic society insists there should be many 
different ways to God. The Word of God, however, 
clearly teaches that the only way is Jesus. In the early 
preaching of the apostles we read: “ ‘For of all the names 


in the world given to men, this is the only one by which we, 


can be saved.’ ” (Acts 4:12) 

Perhaps, God will save everyone regardless of their 
beliefs or behavior. Yet, in the Bible, which is the 
revealed word of God, God’s very own word, the Holy 
Spirit is very specific about how we are to approach God. 


FOR EXAMPLE, we read: “Now it is impossible to 
please God without faith, since everyone who.comes to 
him must believe that he exists and rewards those who 
try to find him.” (Hebrews 11:6) 


When the Word became flesh we saw the glory of God 
(John 1:14). The only darkness possible, therefore, in our 
relationship. with God results from our inability to adapt 
to the greatness of God. 


The proper response to God’s greatness is faith, not 
denial, vague abstractions, or moral obfuscations. To try 


to transcend every precept, command and revelation is 
not spirituality but religious irresponsibility. 

HOWEVER, a certain amount of transcendence can be 
an aid to our faith as it helps to unburden faith of purely 
human considerations. 

In the revelation we have in the Bible the cloud is 
symbolic of our need to transcend faith. For example, it 
was the cloud which lead the Israelites across the desert 
(Exodus 13:22; 40:36); the cloud which filled the temple 
when the ark was brought inside (1 Kings 8:10,11); the 
cloud which overshadowed Mary when she gave birth to 
the Son of God (Luke 1:35). 

Nevertheless, whether it is a cloud or a pillar of fire 
which ministers to us, we have been assured: 
“Everything is possible for anyone who has 
faith.’ ” (Mark 9:24) ; 

GOD IS our Father and he has given everything to us in 
Jesus who is our shepherd; our light; our way; our 
mediator; our friend; our brother; our savior; our Lord; 


our teacher; ...“the beginning and the end.” (Revelation 


21:6) 

To try to transcend the relationship implied in these 
titles risks getting lost in an unholy ignorance. Faith can 
be trying! - 

However, if the God you believe in is the Father whoso 
loves you that he gave his only begotten son that those 
who believe in him may not perish, then the faith is 
reality. 
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Scholar’s scholar 
No pat answers 
in early days of 
church nor today

Every author likes to have his books read. Father Raymond 
E. Brown, the Sulpician priest who is a world-famed Scripture 
scholar, wishes more of his critics would read what he has to 
say. 

That is because he is so often lambasted for what somebody 
thinks he said. As an editor, I have received any number of his 
writings, speeches or recorded conversations. 


FATHER BROWN is a scholar’s scholar, author of many 
books, highly regarded by his peers, recipient of numerous 
honors. Because he writes about the Bible, and because the 
Bible is so central in the lives of Christians, his scholarly 
writings attract wide popular interest. 


He lives today in a modest apartment in his native New York 
City, where he is Auburn professor of biblical studies at Union 
Theological Seminary. He will spend the last five months of this 
year working in the Holy Land, and the first half of next year 
teaching in Rome. 


Father Brown is 50 years old. When he was 15, his family 

" moved to Florida. He had always wanted to teach, and the 

late Archbishop Joseph Hurley of St. Augustine was interested 
in having priests in the field of education. 


(Father Brown later served as an advisor to Archbishop 
Hurley during the Second Vatican Council.) 


WHILE HE WAS in the seminary, young Raymond Brown 
became interested in Scripture, largely through his own 
reading. He told Archbishop Hurley about his developing 
interest, and the archbishop “agreed to release him to the 
Sulpicians so he could zero in on that interest. 


As a student, Raymond Brown read widely in Italian and 
French but found that Catholic Scripture scholars had not yet 
produced much in English: 


It was uncommon in the early 1950s for priests to study in 
secular universities. Father Brown, ordained in 1953, had 
earned a master’s degree at the Catholic University of 
America. In 1955 he received his doctorate in sacred theology 
from St. Mary’s Seminary and University, the Sulpician 
institution in Baltimore. 


BUT THE Sulpicians encouraged him to earna doctorate at 
Johns Hopkins University, where Father Brown studied under 
W. F. Albright, who was then internationally regarded as the 
dean of biblical studies. 


“Even in Rome, authorities were aware of how good Albright 
was,” Father Brown recalled. “He interested me in the Dead 
Sea Scrolls, and I won a year’s fellowship to study in Israel.” 


He went on to earn a licentiate in sacred Scripture from the 
Pontifical Biblical Commission in Rome in 1959: Later, in 1972, 
he was named a member of that commission. 


SINCE THEN his honors have literally been too numerous 
to detail here. He’s been president of the Catholic Biblical 
Association and of the Society for Biblical Literature. He has 
received eight honorary doctorates from such universities as 
Louvain in Belgium, Edinburgh in Scotland, and Uppsala in 
Sweden. 


The “Jerome Biblical Commentary,” which he co-edited, is 
standard in its field. His studies of John for the Anchor Bible are 
known everywhere. 


Father Brown says that Scripture may serve in various ways. 
It may serve as a spiritual guide, for example, but it also can 
provide a critical understanding of how the early Christian 
community grew, differed and struggled. 


“WE CANNOT understand God’s revelation in Jesus

Christ,” he said recently, “unless we study Scripture. This 
work is extraordinarily important to the church in un- 
derstanding the plurality of our time.” 


Some persons, he said, may use the Bible as a substitute for 
thinking. “The Bible is not just a set of answers that people look 
up. 

“FOR THOSE first Christians there were no pat answers, 
and we should not be paralyzed when we face a new kind of 
problem. 


“There are two Christian outlooks. One thinks that all of the 
answers were there at the beginning. The other thinks that all of 
the answers came only gradually, and are still coming from the 
combination of human struggle and the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit.” 
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Bishop’s pastoral—‘Proclaim good news’ 


‘We are the ones 
who must draw 
others to Christ’ 


The following pastoral letter by Bishop Leo T. Maher on 
evangelization has been issued for reading in parishes on 
Sunday, May 14: 


Dear People of God: 


“Go out to the whole world; proclaim the good news to all creation” 
(Mark 16:15). What sums up the whole mission of Jesus, sums up the 
whole mission of the church. The church, in fact, exists in order to 
proclaim the good news. 


Today we celebrate the anniversary of the day when the work of proclaiming 
the good news of the kingdom of God began—the feast of Pentecost. For 
more than 1,900 years the work of evangelizing has continued down 
through the ages to our present day—yet, only about one-third of the 
people in the world have heard about the kingdom of God. 


MUCH WORK needs to be done! It is to give new impetus to this task that 
| address myself to the Catholic community of the diocese of San Diego. 


You ask: What is evangelization? In terms for our own day, we might say 
that: “Evangelization is everything that a member of the church does to 
bring Jesus Christ and his good news to others in such a way as to initiate 
or deepen their commitment to Jesus and his church.” 


This implies that the good news of Jesus is promulgated by living a 
Christian life and by explicitly proclaiming the gospels. The message of 
Jesus must be listened to, examined and accepted in such a way that the 
individual undergoes an interior change which transforms him and the 
society in which he lives. 


EACH CATHOLIC continually. needs to be converted, recommitted to 
Christ and his church. People are also struggling to overcome everything 
which condemns them to remain on the margin of life: unemployment, 
inflation, disease, illiteracy, poverty, injustice and mental distress. 


We need to reach out to them and offer a doctrine of liberation based 
on salvation in Jesus Christ. For we know: “Whoever follows after Christ, 
the perfect man, becomes himself more of a man.” Christ can help in 
their struggle. 


In our own diocese many Catholics have chosen to no longer practice 
their faith. Here in Southern California more than half the people we meet 
on the street do not attend a church. 


SO MANY who live and work side by side with us every day are “seeking, not 


without hidden suffering, for something or someone whom they sense but 
cannot name.”* Should they not challenge us to share with them the great 
blessings we have found in our faith in Jesus Christ and his church? 


There are numerous evangelizing activities in our diocese which aim at _ 
making us fully committed to Jesus Christ and his church, and at the . 
same time encourage us to proclaim and share the good news. 


Consider the work of so many priests, deacons, religious, and lay mer 
and women involved in the Cursillo movement, Marriage Encounter, 
charismatic and other prayer groups, the Catholic schools, campus and 
youth ministry, parish councils, CCD instruction, adult education, the 
Legion of Mary, the St. Vincent de Paul Society, the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, our Catholic Community Services, and the 
hospital and prison chaplaincies and other organizations. 


*. EVANGELIZATION, like charity, begins at hom 
naturally reaches out first to those who are clo: 
be done. We wish to invite all of you to join as 
evangelization as its basic feature.

| URGE YOU to keep in clear focus from the outset the love and human 
sensitivity we will want to show those whom we seek to evangelize. Our 
purpose is quite simple: to understand more completely the truth 
treasured by the church and to help bring about the unity of minds and 
nea which that truth itself produces through the working of the Holy 

pirit. 

Accordingly, we must avoid any misunderstandings which might be taken 
as a kind of intimidation, coercion or false superiority. We respect the 
consciences, convictions, educational and cultural backgrounds of 
everyone we approach. 


The success of our united Catholic program of evangelization will 
require conscientious leadership, especially at the parish level, and a 
continual reevaluation of our efforts. 


FORTUNATELY, we have clear signs to direct our progress: true 
evangelizers never preach themselves or their own personal ideas, they 
preach instead the gospel of Jesus Christ which they have personally 
experienced, which they serve and over which they claim no power or 
ownership. 


These then are the broad outlines of the program. More details will be 
forthcomir.g as the program develops.

Waddill jury deadlock 
results in mistrial 


SANTA ANA, Calif. (NC) 
—Even those members of 
the deadlocked jury who 
voted to convict Dr. William 
Waddill Jr. of murder inthe 
death of a baby girl who 
survived a saline abortion 


_attempt did not believe the 


prosecution’s claim that Dr. 
Waddill strangled the baby 
to death, according to the 
jury foreman. 


John Thomas, foreman 
of the nine-man, three- 
woman jury, said that he 
“didn’t give any consider- 
ation” to that contention. 
Instead, he said, the jury 
was torn by doubts over the 
meaning of brain death. 


Superior Court Judge 
James Turner declared a 
mistrial and dismissed the 
jury May 5 when it reported 
it was ‘‘hopelessly dead- 
locked” after 11 days of 
deliberations. Although 
earlier votes had favored 
conviction of Dr. Waddill by 
a 9-3 margin, the jury 
eventually deadlocked ona 
7-5 vote in favor of acquit- 
tals 


The switch came after 
Turner sent the jury a 
second instruction on the 
definition of death.
